Up to a few years ago New York removed 
its snow by hand, almost flake by flake,

Sometimes the 
work was done by contract and sometimes 
the contracts proved very profitable. Usu- 
ally the contractor was deemed too slow 
and had to be helped out by city-hired la- 
bor. Of late years all sorts of mechanical 
contrivances, scrapers drawn by tractor, 
loading machines and the like have been 


used and the snow has been flushed into 


sewers. and storm drains by the use of fire 
hose. Evidently the city, under the new 
administration, is looking around for still 
more efficient methods.
